In Sep- 
tember I put more acid phosphate 
in the middles and sowed grass 
and clover seed—lots of it anu 
all kinds. Burr, sweet or meli- 
lotus, white Duteh and. alsike 
tlovers did well, and when they 
had hecame pretty well - estab- 
lished, say in two years, I added 
orchard, Datlis red top ané 
Kentucky blue grass and hair? 
vetch. At this time I top dressed 
again with acid phosphate, add- 
ing all the barnyard manure I 
had. I did not graze it much the 
first two years. Since then it 
has grown better and better in 
every way and will now stand 
very heavy and constant grazing. 
JT now add about 20 acres ench 
year, but in a different way. We 
now take the top svil containing 
an abundant amount of seed, auc 
carry on to the next 20 acres, 
ete. So the remaining 90 acres 
are now nearly completed and are 
capable of taking care of 1,000 
pourds of live weight an acre al- 
most the entire year. There is 
scarcely any Jabor needed now as 
it is well fenced and stocked witb 
good beef cattle and is much more 
profitable than it was before and 
when growing cotton even before 
the boll weevil e. It certain- 
ly goes a lonr toward sviy- 
ing the labor p em.

Negro Migration: 
Laidto Terrorism 
Drive by Agents

A campaign of terrorism and false 
promises umong the country negroes ol 
weorgla to persuade them to gu norii 
conducted by about titty illegal 
labor agents throughout the state, 
was charged Sunday vy Jobn W. 
Lopp, secretary of tue Georgia Manu- 
fuccurers’ associution. Mr. Lopp has 
just concluded an extensive investiga- 


part of Georgia. 

Mr. Yopp says that more than 90 
per cent of the negroes who migrate 
north bave been induced to do so by 
a carefully conducted campaiga of the 
illegal agents in two ways: 

l‘irst, the labor agents use various 
methods to terrorize the negroes into 
the belief that they will be tarred and 
feathered, man-bandled, mistreated, 
and perhaps killed if they remain in 
their native communities, 

Second, the labor agents make false 
promises of permanent high wages in 
the northern industrial centers, and 
offer to pay the negroes’ railroad fare 
to the north. ? 

The lubor agents are paid from 
ten to twenty dollars for every negro 
they ship north. In most cases the 
railroad tare is not given to the ne-
